By William E. Gllroy, O. D. 
The statement In Matthew 7:29 


that Jesus taught the people "as one 
having authority, and not 
as th» 


scribes," stated nlao in Mark 1:22, 
is one that will bear a great deal of 
thought: for it tells much, not only 
concerning the authority of Jesus, 
but concerning the basis and nature 
of all authority. 


The fact that the people were as- 


tonished at the teaching of Jesus, 
nnd accredited Him with an author* 
ity, 
which they did not accord the 


scribes, Is remarkable for the con- 
trast. 


The scribes were the professedly 


authoritative 
representatives 
of 


Inw and religion. Jesus, so far a* 
we know had none of the outward 
nccompalnments of professed au- 
thority, commonly regarded as tho 
symbols of authority in 
His timo 


and ours. He was not a "Rev." nor 
n "D. D.." In fact. He even ordered 
His disciples,"Be not ye called Rab- 
bi." 


But he also said, "Call no man 


your 
father 
upon 
the 
earth," 


which suggests the. limits of Inter- 
pretation that in a practical 
way 


may be put upon that passage. 
Jesus frequently adopted the meth- 
od of txtrcmc statement and over- 
emphasis in denouncing hyprocrisy, 
sham 
and formalism 
Professor 


Claude C.,Douglas has delt with this 
in an Interesting book, "Overstate- 
ment in the New Testament." 


My friend the late William Wye- 


Smith, Scottish-Canadian poet tran- 
slator of the New Testament 
into 


"Braids Scots," and author of the 
Scottish parts of the original Stand- 
ard Dictionary, once told me about 
meeting a member of a religious 
sect among whom the beard was a 
sort of a religious symbol.

beard is a good thing, If a man lives 
up to it.
